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'Honeymoon' in Korea is ended 


SEOUL (AP) — A brief polit- 


ical honeymoon between the 
governments of North and 
South Korea appears to have 
ended in a deadlock over ar- 
rangements for negotiations to 
unite families separated by the 
division of the peninsula. 


It was just July 4 that the 


two 
governments 
surprised 


their own people as well as the 
outside world by announcing 
agreement to work peacefully 
for reunification. 


They even agreed to abandon 


abusive words while pursuing 
their diplomatic goals, and 
each stopped calling the other a 


puppet regime. 


Two weeks later, after nearly 


a year of quibbling over techni- 
calities, the two Korean Red 
Cross organizations agreed to 
get down to business on Aug. 5 
and meet alternately in Seoul 
and Pyongyang, the Korean 
capitals. Then 10 days before 
the scheduled first session, the 
two sides hit a snag. Each in- 
sisted that the first session be 
held in its capital, the« Pyong- 
yang proposed that political 
and social leaders be invited to 
the first meetings in each capi- 
tal. 


The 
South 
reacted 


vehemently to this and called 
on the Norm not to attempt to 
inject politics into a humanitar- 
ian matter. 


It was also reported that the 


North balked at Seoul's propos- 
al to allow a large groiip of for- 
eign and Korean news repre- 
sentatives to cover the talks. 


Two private meetings failed 


to produce agreement, and the 
full-dress meeting has been 
postponed infefinitely. 


Premier Kim Jong-pil ac- 


cused the North of trying to 
turn the negotiations into a po- 
litical forum. 


North Korea charged South 


Korea with delaying tactics. 


Sources 
in Seoul 
believe 


North Korea is slowing the 
pace of Red Cross talks in an 
attempt to increase the chances 
of a resolution on Korea reach- 
ing the coming UN. General 
Assembly. 


Sponsored by Algeria and 


other pro-Pyongyang nations, 
the resolution calls for dis- 
banding the U.N. watchdog 
committee on Korea. South 
Korea contends that U.N. de- 
bate on the resolution would up- 
set the dialogue between North 
and South Korea.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sar- 


gent Shriver, who waited eager- 
ly in the wings for everybody 
else to say no, was George 
McGovern's backstop running- 
mate for several days before he 
was invited to Join the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 


Aides and personal friends of 


Shr|ver were told that if Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie didn't want 
to tun for vice president,|he Job 
wo*ld*(all to Shriver.^--j. 
-"TKire'B 
still 
light," 


McGovern's national political 
director, Frank Mantoewicz, 
advised Shriver operatives Fri- 
day night. He had word that 
Muskie just might 
decline. 


"We're trying to move it from 
Kennebunk Port to Hyannis 
Port," he said. 


Muskie returned to Kenne- 


bunk to discuss the offer with 
his wife, Jane. He delivered his 
turndown Saturday morning. 


Shriver, a youthful looking 56, 


was vacationing at the Kennedy 
compound in Massachusetts 
and was playing tennis when 
McGovem placed a telephone 
call to welcome him aboard. 


The presidential nominee got 


a busy signal. 


The connection was made a 


few minutes later, at 11:50 a.m. 
Shriver said "yes" and then 
went off sailing. 


Later, Shriver disclosed that 


he had talked to McGovern 
Thursday afternoon. McGovern 
asked him if he would be inter- 
ested in the Job if Muskie de- 
clined. Shriver said he certain- 
ly would be. 


For a group of lawyers and 


congressional aides pushing 
Shriver's cause, the second call 
was the perfect climax to a 
fast-moving sequence of events. 


Shriver's name was well 


down on a list of possible re- 
placements for Missouri Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton who gave 
up the nomination because of 
controversy over his medical 


history. But the list dwindled 
rapidly as those asked turned 
thumbs down. 


Then Sen. Hubert H. Humph- 


rey also rejected the vice-presi- 
dential offer and Shriver's po- 
litical supporters realised they 
had a good chance. 


Wednesday night, Shriver's 


closest backers met to launch a 
serious campaign for him. ^ 


tvetf a hopeful telephone 


call from Manklewicz, saying 
"it was possible but not prob- 
able" that he'd be the nominee. 


Shriver aides continued the 


stream of telephone calls to po- 
tential backers. 


After 
the 
announcement, 


Shriver 
sighed: 
"I 
never 


thought I would survive the 
list." 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


Command sent scores of Amer- 
ican warplanes into Cambodia 
Sunday and today to aid belea- 
guered Cambodian forces fac- 
ing North Vietnamese tanks for 
the first time. 


The command announced 


that U.S. Marine and Air Force 
jets flying from Bien Hoa Air 
Base, 15 miles northeast of Sai- 
gon, destroyed 14 Soviet T54 
medium tanks along the Sai- 
gon-Phnom Penh Highway 14 
miles inside the Cambodian 
border. 


It was one of the biggest tank 


kills claimed in the four-month- 
old North Vietnamese offensive. 


The tanks were knocked out 


as they tried to encircle the 
Cambodian town of Kompong 
Trabek, about 85 miles west of 
Saigon. The North Vietnamese 
appeared to be trying to secure 
the highway, a key route for 
troops and supplies to South 


Vietnam's northern Mekong 
Delta, where a big Communist 
buildup is reported under way. 


In North Vietnam, U.S. Navy 


jets attacked the Loi Dong 
transshipment point and stor- 
age depot four miles northwest 
of Haiphong, and pilots report- 
ed their bombs set off large or- 
ange fireballs and blackened 
the area with thick smoke. 


Meanwhile, the South Viet- 


namese Defense Ministry an- 
nounced that Defense Minister 
Nguyen Van Vy, 56, has been 
fired and forced into retirement 
because of embezzlement from 
the savings 
fund to which 


soldiers were forced to con- 
tribute. Seven colonels also 
were relieved of command, and 
Vy was put under house arrest 
to prevent him leaving the 
country. 


Premier Iran Thien Khiem 


took over the defense ministry.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Anx- 


ious to energize his crisis-de- 
layed presidential campaign, 
Sen. George McGovern is giv- 
ing Sargent Shriver a cram 
course on how best to fill the 
running-mate role so many oth- 
ers have shunned. 


Shriver, the 56-year-old Ken- 


nedy in-law, lawyer, business- 
man and former diplomat, ap- 
peared the very picture of an 
eager student. He vowed Sun- 
day to take his first campaign 
for elective office directly to 
the people and to refocus the 
image of America he said has 
been "blurred and darkened" 
by 3Vfe years of Republican 
rule.

Shriver has intimate ac- 


quaintance with both subjects, 
drawing on experience obtained 
as U.S. ambassador to France, 
the first head of the Peace 
Corps and the director of the 
Office of Economic Opportun- 
ity. 


He showed no unhappineas at 


his relatively low placing on 
McGovern's list of vice-presi- 
dential possibilities and said he 
is looking forward to his meet- 
ing Tuesday night with the 
Democratic 
National Com- 


mittee. 


Barring the unexpected, the 


committee will proceed to nom- 
inate Shriver just as the Demo- 
cratic National Convention last 
month approved McGovern's 
choice of Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton as the vice-presiden- 
tial nominee.. 


Sharing a lunch of barbecued 


hamburgers and hot dogs with 
newsmen, Shriver said he was 
able to tell McGovern, without 
reservation, that there was 
nothing in his past that could 
embarrass either the candidate 
or the party. 


And referring to the now-fa- 


mous question asked Eagleton 


at Miami Beach, he laughed 
and said: "If there are any 
skeletons in my closet, I hope I 
get their full support." 


Eagleton formally withdrew 


from the race July 31 after con- 
tending for a week with the po- 
litical storm raised by his dis- 
closure that he had been a psy- 
chiatric patient three times in 
the 1960s and had received elec- 
tric-shock treatment for depres- 
sion. 


When McGovern asked him 


about the skeletons, Shriver 
said, he replied that he couldn't 
think of anything that might 
adversely affect the ticket's 
chances of success. 


Shriver was on Cape Cod 


when McGovern called Satur- 
day and offered the nomination. 


Shriver's fust mission after 


Qying back to Washington late 
Saturday was a midnight visit 
to the gravesites of his two 
slain brothers-in-law, President 
John F. Kennedy and Sen. Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy. 


Sunday, he said he was 


pleased to have the enthusiastic 
support of his mother-in-law, 
Rose Kennedy, and the surviv- 
ing brother, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass. 


The presidential nominee met 


Shriver for a picture-taking ses- 
sion in late afternoon and spent 
some time planning his Tues- 
day address to the Miami con- 
vention of the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters union.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Democratic 
National Com- 


mittee today opens an extraor- 
dinary three-day meeting to 
nominate a running-mate for 
presidential candidate George 
McGovern. 


But first the party must de- 


cide a number of seating dis- 
putes, and probably one in- 
volving a slate headed by Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


Chicago Alderman William S. 


Singer, who led a successful 
fight to unseat the Daley dele- 
gation at the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in Miami 
Beach last month, said he 
would file a challenge today 
against the mayor's Illinois 
slate of committee members. 


Some forces in the party 


were talking of a compromise 
that would avoid antagonizing 
Daley again. Daley, who has 
not been an avid McGovern 
backer, 
has 
welcomed 


McGovern's recommendation of 
Sargent Shriver as the vice- 
presidential nominee. 


Challenges have been filed by 


dissidents in Wisconsin, New 
Jersey, Ohio and Virginia, and 
New York Democrats have 
been 
given until midnight 


tonight to say whether they 
plan to lodge a challenge with 
the nine-member Credentials 
Committee. 


The full national committee 


meets at 2 p.m. Tuesday to 
nominate a replacement for 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton. He 


quit the ticket July 31 because 
of the public discussion arising' ' 
out of his disclosure that he 
had undergone shock treatment 
for mental depression in the 
1960s. 


The fight over seating the Il- 


linois members of the national 
committee stems directly from 
the Miami Beach convention 
where 
Singer's 
59-member 


group replaced Mayor Daley's 
delegation. 


Under the new rules by which 


the Democratic National Com- 
mittee was expanded from 110 
to 303 members, members are 
chosen by the state's delegation 
to the previous national con- 
vention or, in some states, by 
joint action of the convention 
delegates and the state execu- 
tive committee. 


The complication in Illinois is 


that, although the Singer slate 
was seated at Miami Beach, a 
Cook County judge last week 
ousted Singer's challenge group 
from the Illinois 
convention 


which was choosing DNC mem- 
bers and put Daley's forces 
back into the delegation. 


The six additional DNC mem- 


bers from Illinois were elected 
as part of a coalition construct- 
ed by Daley and a McGovern 
operative, the Rev. James M. 
Wall. In contrast to Daley's 
Miami Beach slate, his Illinois 
delegation to the DNC complies 
with party guidelines encour- 
aging minority representation. 


'Mean' thief takes dying man's watch 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 


A Shelbyville woman says a 
thief took her last $225 and her 
dying husband's watch when 
she fell asleep during an all- 
night vigil for her husband at a 
hospital. 


"It's beyond me why anyone 


would want to take the money 
and watch with my husband ly- 
ing down the hall, dying," Mrs. 
Mary Warren said. "I just hope 
that whoever took it needs it a 
.lot more than I do." 


She said relatives brought 


her husband's Social Security 
and disability checks Friday to 
help her pay for her stay in 
Nashville and her husband's 
stay in St. Thomas Hospital. 


"I cashed the checks and put 


the money and his watch in the 
zipper compartment 
of my 


pocketbook," she recalled. "I 
had been trying to stay up all 
night in the waiting room down 
the hall from my husband in 
case something happened to 
him during the night." 


She said she dozed period- 


ically Friday night and finally 
fell asleep about 4:30 a.m. Sat- 
urday. 


She said when she awoke 


about 6 a.m., she noticed the 
zipper compartment open and 
found the money and the watch 
missing. 


The watch is more important 


than the money, she said, be- 
cause it is one of her husband's 
most prized possessions. 


My husband's passin' on, 


and I have five children at 
home, no groceries, bills to pay 
and nothing to pay them with," 
Mrs. Warren said. "The only 
income I have is my husband's 
Social Security and disability. I 
just don't know what I'm gonna 
do." 


Meanwhile, she continued her 


24-hour vigil. Her husband is in 
the hospital's intensive care 
unit. He was in critical condi- 
tion late Sunday night, but hos- 
pital officials would not disclose 
the nature of his illness.

McGovern picks up some 
endorsements from labor 


WASHINGTON (AP> - sen. 


George McGovern has picked 
up endorsements for his Demo- 
cratic bid for the White House 
from leaders of labor unions 
with some 6 million workers, 
while President Nixon has the 
backing of labor chiefs repre- 
senting 2.4 million, an Associ- 
ated Press survey shows. 


Leaders of the nation's re- 


maining 10 million union work- 


ers and AFL-CIO President 
George Meany are sitting on 
the fence for the first time in 
nearly two decades. 


But labor-political experts 


draw widely differing views on 
the value of labor's political en- 
dorsements when the average 
worker closes the curtain in the 
polling booth. 


"Anybody who thinks we're 


monolithic and that our mem- 
bers are going to vote a certain 
way just because we say so is 
crazy," said a spokesman for 
the 900,000-member AFL-CIO 
International 
Association of 


Machinists, whose executive 
board endorsed McGovern. 


President Frank E. Fitz- 


simmons of the 2.1-million- 
member Teamsters, the na- 
tion's largest union, contends 


Poll shows voters favor Demos 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - 


Voters feel the Democratic par- 
ty is better able to handle the 
nation's serious problems than 
the Republican party, accord- 
ing to the latest Gallup Poll. 6 


The poll, released Sunday, 


showed the Democrats holding 
a 53 to 47 per cent lead. They 
actually tallied 34 per cent and 
the GOP 28, but Gallup divided 
the remaining 38 per cent unde- 
cided equally between the two 
parties. 


Twenty-five per cent of the 


voters said the Vietnam war 
was the most serious issue, 
while 23 per cent cited the high 
cost of living. 


The Democratic party's edge 


in public confidence contrasts 
with President Nixon's 19-point 
lead in popularity over Sen. 
George 
McGovern, 
the 


Democratic 
presidential 


candidate. 


The Gallup organization said 


the disparate results might in- 
dicate "many voters may be 


taking a 'wait and see' attitude 
regarding McGovern's stance 
on key issues. This is perhaps 
the principal reason why one 
Democrat in every three cur- 
rently withholds support from 
McGovern." 


In a poll taken in July 1968, 


Nixon held a similar wide edge 
over Hubert H. Humphrey and 
the Republicans led the Demo- 
crats by 52 to 48 per cent. 


In August 1968, the GOP lead 


stretched to 56 to 44 per cent 
popularity lead nearly disap- 
peared while his party's margin 
narrowed to 53 to 47 per cent. 


The war was also considered 


the most serious problem in 
1968, but by twice as many per- 
sons. Fifty-two per cent se- 
lected the war and 29 per cent 
chose crime-lawlessness in that 
poll. 


Crime-lawlessness was the 


third most frequently 
cited 


problem in the current survey, 
but only 10 per cent chose it. 
Nine per cent named drug use

from the worst flood in Philip- 
pine history continued to recede 
today, but officials warned that 
the threat of cholera would in- 
crease unless the population 
"learned the basics of sani- 
tation" as safe drinking water 
grew scarcer. 


Five more deaths today from 


the disease pushed the total to 
108 since July 1 and brought 
the toll in central Luzon and 
the Manila area to at least 435 
dead from drowning, landslide 
or disease.

The cere- 
mony took place at a riding 
ring. 


The brides and grooms were

of Synanon centers 


throughout California, as were 
gust of their 2,000 guests.

"These kids shared their hell 


with the community when they 
were going off drugs," said one 
Synanon resident. "Now they 
want to share their happiness." 


The wedding festival had a 


19th-century nostalgic touch. 
The brides wore picture hats 
and long, old-fashioned summer 
gowns of muslin, linen and 
chintz. Some twirled parasols. 


The grooms, sporting new- 


grown beards, wore starched 
denim overalls and dress 
shirts, with carnations in their 
buttonholes. 


The guests, also attired in 


1800s dress, watched 
from 


bleachers as the wedding began 
with a flourish of trumpets. 


Eleven horsemen galloped 


down from a nearby hill and 
paraded around the oval ring. 


A 100-voice choir, made up of 


young addicts recently arrived 
at Synanon to kick their habit, 
sang "Shenandoab." 


Then came 
the wedding 


march. 


Arm in arm, the couples 


strolled around the ring, smil- 
ing and waving at cheering 
friends and family. 


The frivolity ended when the 


Rev. C. Mason Harvey, in top 
hat and tails, mounted a po- 
dium and started the ceremo- 
ny. 


"Marriage means 'to be 


joined with.' We also join with 
you," he said. "We say to you 
that we care for you, we love 
you." 


The couples formed three cir- 


cles and danced a minuet and 
the ceremony was over — al- 
most. The guests took their 
turn. 


They jumped off the bleach- 


ers and gathered in the middle 
of the ring, swaying in unison 
to the throbbing of hard rock 
music. 


The couples and their guests 


stood in line for the wedding 
feast, 
which included 
600 


pounds of beef, three lambs 
and a pig.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


The American party's presiden- 
tial nominee says he does not 
expect to receive the endorse- 
ment of Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace. 


Rep. John G. Schmitz, an ul- 


traconservative from California 
and a former Republican, 
added that he does not expect 
Wallace to participate in this 
year's election or endorse any 
candidate. 


Wallace, paralyzed from the 


waist down due to an assassina- 
tion attempt May IS, founded 
the American party in 1968 and 
was its candidate for president 
that year. 


Schmitz said at the party's 


national 
convention, which 


wound up over the weekend, 
that Wallace recently told him 
in a telephone conversation that 
"John, you are one of my fa- 
vorite people." 


Schmitz's choice for vice 


president, Thomas Jefferson 
Anderson, was nominated at 
the conclusion of the convention 
Saturday. Anderson is a Ten- 
nessee weekly newspaper edi- 
tor. Like Schmitz, he is a mem- 
ber of the right-wing John 
Birch Society. 


Schmitz said the party would 


be on the ballots of at least 35 


states in November. William K. 
Shearer, a party leader from 
California, said there would 
have to be immediate "judicial 
challenges" in states where the 
party ticket was being threat- 
ened with exclusion from the 
ballot. 


Compounding Schmitz's task 


is the apparent dislike of some 
American party followers for 
the Birch Society. Indiana's 
delegation repeatedly indicated 
its displeasure with "having 
two Birchers on the ticket." 


Some 
Illinois 
delegates 


walked out of the convention to 
protest the party link with the 
society.

It was no secret he wanted a 


shot at higher office, and presi- 
dential candidate 
George 


McGovern gave him the chance 
on Saturday by picking him to 
replace Sen. Thomas F. Eagle- 
ton on the Democratic ticket 
this fall. 


Shriver brings to the ticket at 


least a hint of the charm asso- 
ciated with the Kennedy family 
name. He is married to the for- 
mer Eunice Kennedy, eldest 
daughter of Joseph P. Kennedy 
and sister of the late president. 


He worked in John F. Kenne- 


dy's 1960 campaign where he 
set up a civil-rights division. 
The late Sen. Robert P. Kenne- 
dy later credited Shriver's role 
with helping give the president 
his slim margins in some indus- 
trial states. 


President Kennedy turned to 


Shriver to head the new Peace 
Corps, the job for which he is 
probably most remembered. 


On the strength of that ex- 


perience, President Lyndon B. 
Johnson named him to head the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
and the War on Poverty.

Koufax, the youngest player 


ever to make the Hall at 36, re- 
tired prematurely from base- 
ball because of an arthritic left 
arm. But before leaving the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, he estab- 
lished himself as the best pitch- 
er in the game from 1962 
through 1966. 


Once he was able to harness 


his fastball and curve, the boy 
from Brooklyn dominated the 
National League. He led the 
senior circuit in earned run av- 
erage those last five seasons, 
winning the Cy Young Award 
three times and Most Valuable 
Player once. 


Koufax struck out 300 batters 


or more three times, including 
a record 382 in 1965, and 
pitched four no-hitters, also a 
record.

more runs and in his 18-year 
career, 
he 
walloped 358 


homers. He was also known as 
an instinctive catcher and peer- 
less handler of pitchers. 


Wynn had waited several 


years for his election to the 
Hall, despite an amazing ca- 
reer record of 300 victories with 
the 
Washington 
Senators, 


Cleveland Indians and Chicago 
White Sox. 


He was frankly annoyed at 


having been bypassed earlier. 


"I was disappointed the first 


year and disappointed the sec- 
ond year. The third year I just 


shrugged it off." 


Wynn retired in 1963 after 23 


years in the majors. A player 
becomes eligible for the Hall 
five years after retirement. 


Gomez goes back considera- 


bly more years than Wynn. He 
was the stopper of the New 
York Yankee staff in the 1930s, 
pitching his best in the tough 
games. 


Gomez 
was 
called 
"El 


Goofy" because of his some- 
times-eccentric behavior on the 
mound—he'd occasionally stop 
a game to watch airplanes fly 
over Yankee Stadium. These 
actions, however, could not ob- 
scure a fancy 189-102 lifetime 
record. 
. Youngs, a flashy base runner 
for the old New York Giants, 
was described by Manager 
John McGraw as a mini-version 
of Ty Cobb. He produced a .322 


lifetime batting average before 
dying of Blight's disease in 
1927, a year after he completed 
his 10th season in the majors. 


Harridge, who died last year, 


was president of the American 
League for almost 28 years — 
from 1931 to 1959. He guided 
the circuit through the trying 
depression years into the ex- 
plosive 1950s and was one of 
the most successful of all base- 
ball presidents. 


Leonard and Gibson were 


stars of the old Negro League, 
an organization of blacks that 
existed prior to the breaking of 
the color line in the majors in 
1947. They'll be inducted into a 
special wing of the Hall 
honoring players of that league. 


After the morning induction 


ceremonies, 
the 
Yankees 


played the Dodgers in the anual 
Hall of Fame game.

When all the popping was 


done, the third-place Yankees 
had swept a doubleheader from 
Milwaukee 3-0 and 6-4 in 10 in- 
nings while the Tigers, four 
games ahead of the Yanks atop 
the American League East, had 
salvaged a 1-2, 6-5 split with 
Cleveland that set up a key 
four-game series beginning 
Tuesday in New York.

5-1, the Chicago White Sox took 
two from Texas 10-1 and 7-1 
and California swept Kansas 
City 4-3 and 3-2.

innings, Houston beat San 
Francisco 7-3 before losing 6-2, 
Los Angeles blanked San Diego

John Ellis had socked a two- 


run homer and Steve Kline had 
hurled eight scoreless innings 
against Milwaukee when New 
York skipper Ralph Houk sig- 
naled for Lyle to start the ninth 
and almost regretted it when 
his relief ace seemed to be in 
pain following a pitch. 


"I caught my spikes on the 


back of the mound and I felt 
something pop," Lyle said. 
"There was no pain or anything 
and it was down in the lower 
part of my back, but for a few 
seconds I didn't want to throw 


the ball." 


"I saw him stumble and raise 


his arm," said Houk with a 
sigh of relief, "so I went out to 
see if he was okay. He said he 
was and he proved it." 


Jjyle proved it by notching his 


24th save and then coining back 
to hurl two scoreless innings to 
win the nightcap as the Yan- 
kees rallied in the late innings. 
Trailing 4-2 after Tommy Rey- 
nolds belted a three-run homer 
for the Brewers in the first in- 
ning, New York got a run-scor- 
ing single from Jerry Kenney 
in the eighth and a game-tying 
homer from Bernie Allen in the 
ninth. 


Kenney then opened the 10th 


with a single, stole second with 
two out and scored on Thurman 
Munson's single. Bobby Murcer 
doubled home an insurance 
run. 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— Defender Boris Spassky 
played his best game of the 
world chess 
championships 


Sunday, beating American Bob- 
by Fischer for the first time 
since the opener of their match 
in July. 


Spassky's convincing victory 


boosted the Russian champion's 
sagging prestige and narrowed 
Fisher's lead after 11 games to 
6tt*4tt. Spassky needs 12 points 
to keep his world title, Fischer 
12Mt to unseat him. 


The crowd in Reykjavik's 


sports hall, American tourists 
included, rooted for Spassky, 
but Fischer was still favored to 
topple the Russian in the 
games to come. They meet 
again Tuesday. 


The 29-year-old Brooklyn, 


N.Y., challenger looked tense 
and discouraged in the final 
stages of Sunday's game. But 
he was relaxed and smiling 
when he returned to his hotel a 
few hours later. 


Spassky, playing the white 


chessmen, had the opening 
move Sunday. It was pawn to 
king four, a more aggressive 
opening than the pawn to queen 
four that he usually opened 


with against Fischer. Fischer 
arrived three minutes late. He 
took the game into the Sicilian 
defense, which he played to a 
draw against Spassky in the 
seventh game, when the cham- 
pion was also playing white. 


As in the seventh game, Fis- 


cher accepted a poisoned pawn 
sacrifice offered by Spassky. 
Experts say this is highly dan- 
gerous for the player with the 
black pieces, and this time 
"Spassky was evidently well 
prepared," grandmaster Isaac 
Kashdan said in an analysis of 
the game for The Associated 
Press. "It is doubtful that Fis- 
cher will ever again capture 
the poison pawn in an impor- 
tant contest." 


Spassky's 14th move was a 


novel one. He retreated his 
knight to threaten Fischer's 
queen. Yugoslav grandmaster 
Svetozar Gligoric said that this 
showed Spassky had "found the 
solution he had been unable to 
find in 12 years" and mastered 
the Sicilian defense. "Now, 
even if he loses the champion- 
ship — and he probably will — 
Spassky will no longer go home 
humiliated," Gligoric added.

Knapp Commission finds 'corruption' 


NEW YORK (AP) — A spe- 


cial commission reports finding 
"widespread corruption" in a 
two-year probe of the New 
York City police department 
and recommends appointment 
of a special deputy state attor- 
ney general to root out corrup- 
tion among policemen, prose- 
cutors and judges. 


The Knapp Commission said 


in a report Sunday that it found 
graft ranging from well-organ- 
ized, monthly gambling payoffs 
to narcotics "scores" of as 


much as *80,000 to small but 
numerous payments to uni- 
formed patrolmen from con- 
struction sites, bars and busi- 
nesses. 


The commission urged Gov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller to ap- 
point a special prosecutor to 
head a new, independent watch- 
dog agency "staffed by persons 
wholly unconnected with the po- 
lice department" to investigate 
and prosecute "all crimes in- 
volving corruption in the crimi- 
nal process." 


Neither the public nor honest 


policemen feel they can trust 
the city district attorney's of* 
fices or investigating commis- 
sion to handle the job, it said. 
All those agencies rely on J>r> 
licemen to do the legwork and 
Mew Yorkers "just don't trust 
policemen to investigate each 
other." 


The five-man special commis- 


sion 
headed 
by 
Whitman 


Knapp, a Wall Street lawyer 
since recommended for the fed- 
eral bench, also advocated 


these reforms: 


—Repeal of antigambling 


laws and laws barring certain 
business activities on Sunday to 
reduce the exposure of police- 
men to potentially corrupting 
situations. 


-Relieving policemen from 


enforcing the laws covering 
construction activities, tow 
truck operations, bars, night- 
clubs and businesses. "It is ri- 
diculous to have an armed po- 
lice officer wasting his time 


checking restaurant washrooms 
to find out whether they are 
property supplied with soap," 
the report said. 


-Creation of an independent 


anticorruption group within the 
police department in which an 
officer might spend his entire 
career. 


there were also recommen- 


dations for more than 30 ad- 
ministrative steps within the 
department. 


HOUSTON (AP) — The num- 


ber of producing oil wells in the 
United States continues to de- 
cline. 


The nation had 512,471 pro- 


ducing wells at the end of 1971, 
compared with 566,869 five 
years earlier and with the all- 
time high of 617,057 at the end 
of 1961. 


The decline is a result of a 


sharp domestic drilling oper- 
ations slump that has plagued 
the industry since 1956. The 
number of new producing wells 
has fallen far short of depleted 
and bandoned walls 


Domestic 
operators com- 


pletely only 27,835 wells last 
year compared with a record 
58,160 in 1956. Current trends 
indicate 1972 operations will 
show some improvement over 
the 1971 level. 


Huge blocks of leases were 


abandoned as the prolonged 
drilling slump gained momen- 
tum. 
This trend was reversed, 


however, in 1968 and operators 
have increased their holdings 
gradually. 


At the end of 1971, the domes- 


tic industry had 350.7 produc- 
tive and non-productive acres 
under lease, compared with 
324.9 million at the end of 1967 
and with the record high of 
424.2 million acres at the end of 


1959.The year-end 1971 reports on 
producing weUs and acreage 
teases are in the new edition of 
iijljg oil Producing Industry in 
Your State," an annual publica- 
tion distributed by the Inde- 
rZLjant petroleum Association 
5 America The booklet in- 


cludes a statistical history of 
operations for each of the 32 
states with oil and gas produc- 
tion. 


The new edition makes no di- 


rect reference to developing oil 
and gas shortages but reports 
that, despite record demand, 
the United States has yet to be 
discovered reserves that are es-

The number of producing 


wells and the total acreage un- 
der lease have declined sharply 
in Texas since 1959. 


Texas had 174,207 producing 


oil wells at the end of 1971, 
compared to 188,821 in 1967 and 
190,905 at the end of 1959. Texas 
leases totaled 42.9 million acres 
at the end of last year, com- 
pared with 59.5 million in 1967 
and 79.1 millior in 1959. 


Operations also have declined 


in Louisiana, runnerup to Texas 
as the nation's top producing 
state. 


Producing oil wells in Loui- 


siana totaled 25,750 at year-end 
1971, 
compared with 30,946 in 


1967 
and 26,309 in 1959. Loui- 


siana leases totaled 7.3 million 
acres last year, compared with 
10.7 million five years earlier 
and 12.5 million in 1959.
